Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 25, 36 and 41-43 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 25 is 
distinguished from the prior art and any obvious combination thereof for possessing a control 
device adapted to separate position control drive mechanisms for the purpose of maintaining 
registration. No prior art of record or obvious combination thereof teaches a control device 
adapted for maintaining registration while unwinding previously wound webs for processing..
